Have the band or about five thick- 
nesses, and a little wider than but- 
tonholes. 
Sev/ the buttons on this- 
band, as far apart as buttonholes are. 
Put band on inside of garment and!

soiled the band can be taken and 
used next day until It becomes soiled, 
when It can be washed and ready fop 
use again. 
Two of tho bands suf- 
fice.

Ribbed stockings are the best for 
the mitten, and cashmere or 
fleeced 
lined for the thumbs, 
I make them 
double, using the top of the stock- 
Ings for the top of the mitten and 
just above the ankle for the lining; 
cut one side over a fold a-nd stitch 
the lining and outside together; make- 
a slit and Insert thumb; stitch 
in 
and overcast; then stitch lining and 
outside together around wrist part. 
This Is a fine way to use old stock- 
ings and have plenty of dry mitten» 
for the youngsters on hand at all 
times. 
To get the different sizes,, 
measure the child's hand and then

(looiiaTlmej 
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Creole Salmi of Ducks—Melt in a.

p U might have driven here for hundreds of miles over unscarred, 


virgin prairie when they were “building" the road in Parliament 
three years ago. 
Now that they are building it in earnest all 


homesteads are taken for ten miles on either side of the right 
of way, while wheat land, that lay offered at five dollars an 
acre, is selling and reselling at from.ten to fifteen. Already they 
are ploughing and planting, and they will be ready to ship when 
the last spike is driven in the line that is to link the Great Lakes with the 
wheat-fields of the west. Steadily for the past two decades the wheat grower 
has worked his way up the valley of Red River of the north. Year by year 
he has gained a little in latitude and in quality. No field reclaimed has ever 
been abandoned, for the first years are the hard years. 


On more than one occasion last year the daily receipts of wheat at Win­ 
nipeg exceeded the total received at Duluth, Minneapolis and Chicago com­ 
bined. 
That is the main reason why Winnipeg is growing at the rate of 20,- 
000 a year, and building at the rate of a million dollars a month. And all this 
story, which the world is only beginning to believe, is the reason for the Tirst 
Grand Trunk Pacific bonds being subscribed for ten times over. 
It is hard 
to write of this wonderful west without appearing to exaggerate. 
Like $ood 
wine, it grows better as the years go by.

He then joined the Bradford police 
force, and after awhile, when the 
place of hangman became vacant, he 
was appointed out of a thousand ap- 
plicants. 


At the moment he thought little of 


the work he would have to do. But 
later he began to feel how it affected 
his relations with the rest of the 
world, and he tells how it estranged 
him from his relatives and friends 
and how keenly be and his wife felt 
the slights and sneers of even school 
children toward their own children. 


As to his views on capital punish- 


ment he declares that his experience 
brought homo to him in an unmis- 
takable manner that hanging has 
failed to prevent crime punishable 
by deE-th and he is convinced from 
gersonal inquiries both among crim- 
inals and those in whose charge such 
were that "the infliction of a less 
severe punishment — imprisonment 
under more sjuitable conditions than 
obtain—would" tend greatly to dimin- 
ish such crimes." 


He quoted the striking decrease of 


crime usually punishable by death in 
Belgium, in Holland, in Saxony, in 
Michigan and elsewhere since capital 
punishment had been abolished. The 
statistics available in Holland cover 
thirty years during which none had 
been hanged. 


He had personally inquired of long 


time convicts both in the prisons 
proper and in the prison infirmary 
which they would prefer if they had 
their time to start again, execution or 
a life sentence, and in almost every 
case they had sasured him they pre- 
ferred death on the scaffold to the 
living death of the convict establish- 
ment. 


Berry was very clear upon his 


point—iis strong conviction that a 
radical change is necessary in the 
whole conduct of the penal establish- 
ments.

"Hanging is a big mistake, so are 


our methods of dealing with long 
term men," Berry went on. 
"You 


must remember that all the inmates 
of such institutions are not hard- 
ened criminals. 


"I have seen some of the most in- 


telligent looking of men die on the 
scaffold—you must remember that 
criminals are sometimes made so by 
their environment.

Tho views of such a man havo 
been expressed for tho readers of the 
New York Sun by James Berry, who 
was for ten years tho common hang- 
man of England. 


During that 
time Berry 
hanged 
197 criminals and assisted at the exe- 
cution of some 500. 
His experiences 
havo mado him a strong opponent of 
capital punishment and reduced him, 
to use his own words, to a mero bun- 
dle of nerves, though he is only fifty 
and a man of powerful build. 


How a man comes to take up such 
a calling as that of pubMc hangman 
Is a natural question to ask. 
Berry 
seems to havo drifted into It much 
as men drift Into other and more 
common occupations. 


His father was a rug and blanket 
maker in a comfortable position at 
Hectheaton. 
James Berry was 
the 
j thirteenth 
of 
twcnty-fivo 
children, 
¡ and before he was out of his teens 
had tried his hand at several things. 
Ho then joined the Bradford police 
force, and after awhile, when 
tho 
place of hangman became vacant, he 
was appointed out of a thousand ap- 
plicants. 


At the moment ho thought little of 
the work be would have to do. 
But 
later he began to feel how it afCected 
his relations with the rest of tho 
world, and he tells how It estranged 
him from his relatives and friends 
and how keenly he and his wife felt 
the slights and sneers of even school 
children toward their own children. 


As to his views on capital punish- 
ment he declares that his experience 
brought homo to him in an unmis- 
takable 
manner 
that 
hanging 
has 
failed to prevent crime 
punishable 
by death and he is convinced from 
personal inquiries both among crim- 
inals and those In whose charge such 
were that "the Infliction of a less 
severe punishment — 
imprisonment' 
under more s^uitable conditions than 
obtain—would tend greatly to dimin- 
ish such crimes." 


He quoted the striking decrease of 
crime usually punishable by death in 
Belgium, in Holland, in Saxony, in 
Michigan and elsewhere since capital 
punishment had been abolished. The 
statistics available in Holland cover 
thirty years during which none had 
been hanged. 


Pie had personally inquired of long 
time convicts 
both 
In tho 
prisons 
proper and in the prison infirmary 
which they would prefer if they had 
their time to start again, execution or 
a life sentence, and In almost every 
case they had sasured him they pre- 
ferred death on the scaffold to the 
living death of the convict establish- 
ment. 


Berry was very clear upon 
his 
point—Ms strong conviction that a 
radical change is necessary in the 
whole conduct of the penal establish- 
ments. ' 
^ 


"Hanging Is a big mistake, so are 
our methods of dealing with 
long 
term men," Berry went on. 
"You 
must remember that all tho inmate» 
of such Institutions are not 
hard- 
ened criminals. 


"I have seen some of the most In- 
telligent looking of men die on the 
scaffold—you 
must remember 
that 
criminals are sometimes made so by 
their 
environment. 
Many 
become 
such from other causes.- 


"Wo 
all have something of 
the 
brute In us, but all are not equally 
capable of 
repressing 
vicious 
ten- 
doncies, and in some natures it only 
takes somo slight trouble or depart- 
ure from sobriety to excite to that 
state of insanity which makes a mur- 
derer of a man," 


Berry than gave a glimpse into 
his own state of mind when conduct- 
ing an execution, 


"Murder is always due to Insan- 
ity," he said, 
"Call it temporary in- 
sanity, if you please. 


"Why, although I havo often wept 
sorely before carrying out an execu- 
tion and seldom performed my hor- 
rible duties at one without feeling 
overcome by their terrible 
nature, 
there have been occasions when 
I 
positively gloated over them, when 
I have almost foamed at the mouth 
with the excitement, madness, of the 
process. 
I in fact, look upon any 
public execution as, for the time be- 
ing at any rate, insane." 


Berry in fact seemed to feel that 
the Insanity of the criminal murderer 
and of 
the hangman or "legalized 
murderer," for as such the ex-hang- 
man regards an executioner, are of 
much the same description. 


Talking of the chief cause of mur- 
der, Berry declared that it was drink 
that 
fed the gallows. 
Among 
the 
nearly 500 v/hom he had hanged or 
helped to hang there had not been 
ono teetotaller. 
Again he drew a

"Watch him, of course, encourage 
his better nature, give him something 
to engage his thoughts, 
something 
withal which makes him feel ho is 
doing something which will enable 
him to restart life at the end of his 
Imprisonment witli a few pounds and 
know ho is assisting to keep t h o ^ 
of his kith and kin who need his 
help outside tho prison .during his 
term, and Instead of turning out cal- 
lous criminals and broken men you 
will find many thoroughly and last- 
ingly reformed characters. 


"Then 
when 
released 
help such 
along tho path of right and goodness. 
That would enable a man to bear his 
degradation with fortitude, to feel ho 
was doing what he could to live down 
the past, and in fact go far to prje- 
vent the hardened criminal tho pres- 
ent system makes of men of certain 
temperaments." 


The 
question 
was 
asked, 
How 
many Innocent victims perish on the 
scaffold? 


"Many," was Berry's reply, 
and 
he mentioned cases in which he was 
convinced he was executing Innocent 
persons. 


In ono case, ho declared, 
there 
was not an authority in tho prison 
who was not sure that an Innocent 
Srictlm of tho law had been sent to 
eternity, and events had proved this 
opinion ^o be correct. 


One of the most notorious crimi- 
nals of modern times, a man -ivho 
has given a name to an odious kind 
of murder, Jack tho Ripper, Berry 
declares he hanged, and at the mo- 
ment he was talking he was wearing 
the cuff links that he took from tho 
man's cuffs when he pinioned 
his 
hands. 
According to Berry this man, 
of whose identity there have been so 
many stories, was John Henry Burey, 
keeper of a cat's meat shop In the 
East End of London. 


"Behind 
this shop," said 
Berry, 
were rooms which he used to let 
to women of the streets. 
During his 
absence somo one, of these degraded 
women he fully believed, broke into 
his room and stole some of his sav- 
ings. 


"This made the man .o mad that 
he swQro an oath that if ho could npt 
find out who it was he would murder 
every 
woman 
who 
had 
used 
his 
house. 
This threat he proceeded to 
carry out. 


" Eventually his wife 
threatened, 
during a quarrel, to Inform the au- 
thorities, whereupon he killed 
her 
and tried to dispose of tho body, 
which he cut up. 
For this he v/as 
condemned. 


"When In the cell and about to 
pinion him I said to him; 


" 'Well, Jack tho Ripper, have you 
anything to say? 
If so say it now, as 
you will have no chance later.' 


" 'No,' was the reply. 
'If any one 
stole anythipg from mo I'd kill tho 
lot to find tho right one. 
I'm not 
going fo give you any big lines, go 
on with your work, Berry, I'll not 
say anything.' 


"Nor did he."

John Hill, 
formerly of Rathwell, 
it. S. 0«, Dumfrieshire, Scotland, now 
'homesteading 
near Davidson, Sas­ 
katchewan, had a never-to-be-forgot- 
#en experience a few nights recently. 
JOne morning he started, with two 
other homesteaders, Richard Johnson 
End W alter Boland, for a load of 
»wood on the other side of the Sas­ 
katchewan River. 
On the way down 
It was decided that ohe of the number 
should go down to River View post- 
office, get their mail and some eata- 
ibles, remain over night at the post- 
office and rejoin the others on the 
•following morning. 
Hill being the 
best 
walker* 
rashly 
volunteered, 
made the Elbow *all right, secured 
th e mail and supplies— quite a large 
bag full in all— remained over night 


The current, howerer, was swift a* 


the point, and when the lads at­ 
tempted to paddle toward the shore 
the raft split in two. Both boys tried 
to jump on to the larger portion of 
the raft. 
Both fell into the water. 


Ford saw the accident, ran from 
the bridge to the river bank, threw 
off his coat, and jumped into the 
river.

AN EX-HANGMAN’S OPINIONS. 


BERRY, AFTER 
1 9 7 EXECUTIONS, OPPOSES 
DEATH PENALTY.

Former Common Hanfman of Enflsnd H is a Scheme of Prison Reform Instead of 
Capital Punishment— Thinks He Hanged Jack the Ripper— Madnass on Scaffold. 


The views of an ex-hangman are 


probably of psychological 
interest 
rather than practical valuo in consid­ 
ering the question of capital punish­ 
ment. 
Tho views of such a man have 
been expressed for tho readers of the 
New York Sun by James Berry, who 
was for ten years tho common hang­ 
man of England. 


During that time Berry hanged 
197 criminals and assisted at the exe­ 
cution of some 500. 
His experiences 
have mado him a strong opponent of 
capital punishment and reduced him, 
to use his own words, to a mere bun­ 
dle of nerves, though he is only fifty 
and a man of powerful build. 


How a man comes to take up such 
a calling as that of pubMc hangman 
is a natural question to ask. 
Berry 
seems to have drifted into it much 
as men drift Into other and more 
common occupations. 


His father was a rug and blanket 
maker in a comfortable position at 
Hectheaton. 
James Berry was 
the 
thirteenth 
of twenty-flvo children, 
and before he was out of his teens 
had tried his hand at several things. 
Ho then joined the Bradford police 
force, and after awhile, when tho 
place of hangman became vacant, he 
was appointed out of a thousand ap­ 
plicants. 


At the moment he thought little of 
the work he would have to do. 
But 
later he began to feel how it affected 
his relations with the rest of tho 
world, and he tells how It estranged 
him from his relatives and friends 
and how keenly he and his wife felt 
the slights and sneers of even school 
children toward their own children. 


As to his views on capital punish­ 
ment he declares that his experience 
brought homo to him in an unmis­ 
takable manner that hanging has 
failed to prevent crime punishable 
by death and he is convinced from 
personal inquiries both among crim­ 
inals and those In whose charge such 
were that “the infliction of a less 
severe punishment — Imprisonment' 
under more suitable conditions than 
obtain— would tend greatly to dimin­ 
ish such crimes.” 


He quoted the striking decrease of 
crime usually punishable by death in 
Belgium, in Holland, in Saxony, in 
Michigan and elsewhere since capital 
punishment had been abolished. The 
statistics available in Holland cover 
thirty years during which none had 
been hanged. 


He had personally inquired of long 
time ^convicts both In tho prisons 
proper and in the prison infirmary 
which they would prefer if they had 
their time to start again, execution or 
a life sentence, and in almost every 
case they had sasured him they pre­ 
ferred death on the scaffold to the 
living death of the convict establish­ 
ment. 


Berry was very clear upon his 
point— ills strong conviction th at a 
radical change is necessary in the 
whole conduct of the penal establish­ 
ments. * 
^ 


“Hanging Is a big mistake, so are 
our methods of dealing with long 
term m en,” Berry went on. 
“You 
must remember th at all tho inmate* 
of such institutions are not hard­ 
ened criminals. 


“I have seen some of the most In­ 
telligent looking of men die on the 
scaffold— you must remember that 
criminals are sometimes made so by 
their environment. 
Many become 
such from other causes.* 


“Wo all have something of the 
brute in us, but all are not equally 
capable of repressing vicious ten- 
doncies, and in some natures it only 
takes some slight trouble or depart­ 
ure from sobriety to excite to that 
state of insanity which makes a m ur­ 
derer of a m an.” 


Berry than gave a glimpse into 
his own state of mind when conduct­ 
ing an execution. 


“Murder is always due to Insan­ 
ity,” he said. 
“Call it temporary in­ 
sanity, if you please. 


“Why, although I have often wept 
sorely before carrying out an execu­ 
tion and seldom performed my hor­ 
rible duties at one without feeling 
overcome by their terrible nature, 
there have been occasions when I 
positively gloated over them, when 
I have almost foamed at the mouth 
with the excitement, madness, of the 
process. 
I in fact, look upon any 
public execution as, for the time be­ 
ing at any rate, insane.” 


Berry in fact seemed to feel that 
the insanity of the criminal murderer 
and of 
the hangman or “legalized 
m urderer,” for as such the ex-hang­ 
man regards an executioner, are of 
much the same description. 


Talking of the chief cause of mur­ 
der, Berry declared that it was drink 
that fed the gallows. 
Among the 
nearly 500 whom he had hanged or 
helped to hang there had not been 
one teetotaller. 
Again he drew a 
curious parallel between the m ur­ 
derer and the hangman. 


“If it were not for liquor,” he said, 
“there would be precious few to be 
hanged, and certainly if It were not 
for spirits few officials inside our 
prisons could carry out what is re­ 
quired of them at the execution. That 
need cause no surprise, for I always 
had to get brandy inside my stomach 
a t an execution.” 


His prescription for the treatm ent 
of a m urderer is: “Give him time to 
repent in a prison, but under differ­ 
ent conditions from those which ob­ 
tain now. One convict who had been 
reprlved and who had served twtlra 


years of his term of imprisonment In 
tho prison infirmary, where he was 
certainly better off than other con­ 
victs, I asked which he would choose 
if ho had his time over again, know­ 
ing what he knew, death on the scaf­ 
fold or a life sentence, and he fiercely 
replied, ‘Hanging, that Is one pux\Ish- 
mont only, but penal servitude is 
thousands upon thousands.’ 


“I would havo each convict,” Berry 
went on, “put to some suitable and 
usoful employment, amid 
humane 
surroundings, so that he could earn 
his own living and be able to con­ 
tribute toward the support of those 
upon whom his act had brought 
shame. 
Surely work could be found 
for a man 
Inside a prison which 
would covor the cost of his own main­ 
tenance and that of his dependents. 


“Watch him, of course, encourage 
his better nature, give him something 
to engage his thoughts, something 
withal which makes him feel ho is 
doing something which will enable 
him to restart life at the end of his 
imprisonment with a few pounds and 
know he is assisting to keep th o ^ 
of his kith and kin who need his 
help outside tho prison .daring his 
term, and Instead of turning out cal­ 
lous criminals and broken men you 
will find many thoroughly and last­ 
ingly reformed characters. 


“Then when released help such 
along tho path of right and goodness. 
That would enable a man to bear his 
degradation with fortitude, to feel ho 
was doing what he could to live down 
the past, and in fact go far to pre­ 
vent the hardened criminal tho pres­ 
ent system makes of men of certain 
tem peraments.” 


The 
question 
was 
asked, 
How 
many innocent victims perish on tha 
scaffold? 


“Many,” was Berry’s reply, and 
he mentioned cases In which he was 
convinced he was executing innocent 
persons. 


In ono case, he declared, there 
was not an authority in the prison 
who was not sure that an innocent 
Victim of tho law had been sent to 
eternity, and events had proved this 
opinion to be correct. 


One of the most notorious crimi­ 
nals of modern times, a man ivho 
has given a name to an odious kind 
of murder, Jack tho Ripper, Berry 
declares he hanged, and at the mo­ 
ment he was talking he was wearing 
the cuff links that he took from the 
man's cuffs when he pinioned his 
hands. According to Berry this man, 
of whose Identity there have been so 
many stories, was John Henry Burey, 
keeper of a cat’s meat shop in tl^e 
East End of London. 


“ Behind this shop,” said Berry, 
“were rooms which he used to let 
to women of tho streets. 
During his 
absence some one, of these degraded 
women he fully believed, broke into 
his room and stole some of his sav­ 
ings. 


“This made the man . o mad th at 
he swore an oath that if he could nQt 
find out who it was he would murder 
every woman who 
had 
used 
his 
house. This threat he proceeded to 
carry out. 


“Eventually his wife threatened, 
during a quarrel, to inform the au­ 
thorities, whereupon he killed her 
and tried to dispose of tho body, 
which he cut up. 
For this he v/as 
condemned. 


“When in tho cell and about to 
pinion him I said to him: 


“ ‘Well, Jack tho Ripper, have you 
anything to say? If so say it now, as 
you will have no chance later.’ 


“ 'No,' was the reply. 
‘If any one 
stole anything from mo I ’d kill the 
lot to find the right one. 
I ’m not 
going fo give you any big lines, go 
on with your work, Berry, I’ll not 
say anything.’ 


“Nor did he,”

CREAM SEPARATORS ON FARM. 


One of our contemporaries in speak­ 
ing of the importance of clean sepa­ 
rators on the farm says that “most 
farmers do not realize the amount of 
loss accruing from the old fashioned 
method of allowing the milk to stand 
in crocks or pans for a day or two to 
let the cream rise. The disadvantages 
of this practice are that there is from 
one to two per ceut. of butter fat left 
in the skim milk, which would moan 
a great loss during the year in the 
amount of buttei made from the aver­ 
age number of cows kept on the farm. 
Theu, 
again, 
few 
farms 
are 
so 
equipped 
as to have a cool place to 
keep milk, so that by the time the 
cream has risen the skim milk is 
soured and is not fit to feed 01* use. 


The cream separator is doing away 
with all this. 
The milk as soon as it 
is milked and while yet warm can be 
skimmed and the cream and skim milk 
arefcsweet and» ready .for use. The but­ 
ter fat, the most valuable par*; of the 
milk, is practically all removed, only 
about three-hundredths of one per cent, 
being left in the skim milk, as against 
two or three per cent, by the old way. 
Where impurities have fallen into the 
milk the separator removes them and 
they do not effect the cream. 
The 
separator is a labor saving device, as 
the necessity of caring for the numer­ 
ous pans and crocks is done away 
with and everything can be finished 
at once. 


It will pay any fanmer with five or 
more cows who are trying to make but­ 
ter to have a separator. 
In some 
States where the farmers supply the 
creameries with cream it will be found 
far more profitable to skim the milk 
at home and haul only the cream. 
And creameries will pay better prices 
for cream this way. The cream sepa­ 
rator is one of the best investments 
one can make who has cows.—inti in na 
Farmer. 


GREEN FOOD. 


The hen not only requires a marled 
food in winter as well as in summer, 
but like the cow, demands bulk. They 
will readily eat cabbage, clover and 
ensilage in winter, when they are 
compelled to stay indoors. 
By bulky 
food we mean all manner of material 
that is not in a concentrated form, 
and by giving this along with the grain 
food, it dilutes the grain food through 
promoting digestion and affording the 
fowl greater opportunities for produc­ 
ing eggs. 


When a head of cabbage is given 
them, try hanging it up by the roots 
Just above the hens where they may 
reach it easily, or if compelled to jump 
a little to get it will only be one way 
of making them exercise, which is very 
beneficial. You will find they will eat 
it greedily and be quite willing to do 
considerable jumping. 
Another ad­ 
vantage in hanging it up is that it is 
kept perfectly clean; if thrown on the 
ground, they would soon foul it by 
pulling it about. 


There is but little nourishment in 
cabbage, but it is worth much as a 
change of diet; the §ame' with en­ 
silage, it isn't that they like*the thing 
itself, so well, but because they find 
it an agreeable change from the grain, 
and because It adds bulk and promotes 
digestion. 


Cured alfalfa and clovers are ex­ 
cellent foods, especially 
for 
winter 
feeding, as they contain a large per 
?ent. of protein. 
The cured hay is 
fed very fine and fed dry or in mash. 
If fed dry, it may be scattered upon 
the ground or feeding boards, as you 
would feed grain. 
We have fed it 
both ways, but prefer the mash, as 
the juices are extracted and there is 
not so much danger of waste. 
Put 
the desired amount into a large pail, 
pour boiling water over it, 
cover 
tightly and let stand for several hours 
before feeding. The hens will enjoy a 
hiess of this kind every morning.— 
M. D. H„ in Indiana Farmer,

Natives—Fifty-Two Public Schools. 
More than 15,000 domesticated rein- 


deer are used by the natives of Alas- 
ka, according to the report of the Fed- 
eral Commissioner of Education, un- 
der whose direction the Territorial 
reindeer service is administered. The 
government began supplying reindeer 
tc the natives of Alaska in 1S92. For 
a number of years $25,000 was appro- 
priated for the purpose. The amount 
expended on this account was recent- 
ly reduced to $9.000 a year. 


During the fiscal year ended June 


30, 1907, the Bureau 
of 
Education 


maintained fifty-two United States 
public schools for natives in Alaska. 
Reports have not been received from 
four of these schools. In the remain- 
ing forty-eight the total enrollment 
during tie year was 2,4S3, and the av- 
erage attendance 1,076.

Sho also has in commission sixteen 
armored cruisers, forty-five torpedo 
boat destroyers, seventeen 
first-class 
torpedo boats and thirteen subma- 
rines. 
Added to this fighting force 
Japan has a defensive fleet of thirty- 
eight 
cruisers, 
twenty-three gun- 
boata and many war craft, which, 
while 
effective as a 
home guard, 
would bo of no importance in an 
offensive movement in foreign waters. 
Her naval complement includes 3000 
ofllcers and 30,000 men, numerically 
one-fourth as large as Great Brit- 
ain's; about half as large as France's. 


In this connection the interesting 
question is raised: If Japan, which 
has attained 
such 
success at sea, 
has a proportion of 3000 ofllcers to 
30,000 men, would It not be wise 
for uB to consider how the 
United 
States can 
be contented 
with one- 
third less officers to one-third more 
men, or slightly over 2000 oflScers 
to Bllghtl/ under 40,000 men, v/hich 
now constitutes our naval establish- 
ment? 
Can it be that the United 
States Government believes that two 
American 
ofllcers can do 
as good 
work In the future and cover 
as 
many posts as three Japanese offi- 
cers did 
during tho 
Russian war, 
with tho same numerical totals of 
personnel Involved?—Broadway Mag- 
azine.

Hongkong,

Hamburg. 20,762,000, and Antwerp, 
10.075,600. 


The tonnage for New York In 190C 
v/as 30,314,062; that of Chicago was 
14.740,115. 


It should be said, however, that 
eighty or elghty-flve per cent, of tho 
freight handled at Duluth is raw ma- 
terial, iron ore, wheat and coal, which 
is carried in vast quantities by a 
largo fleet of vessels. 


Tho value of tho freight shipped 
from and received a.t Duluth last year 
was moro than 
$250,000,000, 
and 
every ounca of It was a contribution 
to tho wealth of the world, the product 
of tho soil of Minnesota, Dakota and 
the other new Northwestern States.—

London's First Balloon. 


Tremendous excitement was caused 
when London's first balloon went up 
nearly a century and a quarter ago. 
The balloon, manned by a young Ital- 
ian named Vincent Lunardl, ascended 
from Moorflelds on September 
15, 
17S4, In the presence of more than 
100,000 spectators. 
All business was 
suspended, the King himseli: setting 
the example by adjourning a cabinet 
counsel that happened to bo sitting. 
Vast crowds followed the balloon's 
course, some on horseback, In carts, 
in chai-ses, but mostly on foot. 


Many wore hurt In the crush, but 
tho only fatality recorded was the 
death from fright of an old country- 
woman, who, coming out of her cot- 
tage to see what tho excitement was 
about, beheld the balloon Just above 
her head. 
On tho other h a u ^ Lu- 
nardl undoubtedly savod one man^ 
life, a jury bringing in a verdict of 
"not guilty" on a notorious highway- 
man in order that they, the prisoner 
and the judge might rush out of 
court to sec the balloon. 


Tho aeronaut descended eventually 
near Ware, In Hertfordshire, where 
his sudden drop from tho clouds was 
the cause of more astonishment and 
excitement. 
Many of tho spectators 
swooned 
with fear, 
whilo others 
urged the putting of Lunardl to death 
on tho ground that he must needs 
bo a sorcerer.—Chicago News.

tho same reason an old lamp or a 
lantern would burn Itself out within 
a few minutes, emitting volumes of 
soot that would completely hide the 
flames. 
And for the same 
reason 
a lighted pipe or cigar will burn of 
Itself without suction, and a single 
mouthful of smoke is all you v;ould 
be able to get out of a cigarette, 
Wero you to bring an empty, corked 
bottle Into this pressure from the out- 
Bide, the pressure against the cork, 
unbalanced by pressure from within, 
would be so great that you would be 
unable to pull the stopper. 
These 
are a few Instances of what you find 
when under forty pounds of pressure.

LONDON'S "PLACES OF REST/' 


They are of Incalculable Value to the 


City's Working Men and Women. 
Several years 
ago 
certain 
wise 
phllanthropiafs in London recognized 
the need of some places of shelter and 
rost for early morning workers from 
the suburbs 
and 
outlying 
districts 
sldrting the great city. 
These .city 
workers often were compelled to wait 
an hour or two, exposed to the ele- 
ments and the city's dangers, before 
the workshops and business houses In 
which they were 
employed 
were 
opened. 


To meet these needs several places 
which havo been described as "places 
of rest" were opened. 
Two of these 
are situated in the very centre of 
London. 
One is the Church of All 
Hallows, London Wall. 
It is open 
daily from G.30 to 9 a. m. to all. Irre- 
spective of creed. 
It Is close to the 
Liverpool street station. 


The church Is lighted and warmed 
in winter, sewing Is permitted for the 
girls and women, books are provided 
for all. and a short service is held at S 
a. m. 
A voluntary organist is present 
every morning, and hymns are sung 
at intervals. 
The average dally at- 
tendance lu this church every week 
day mon'iing is nearly three hundred 
men, women and girls. 


The church of St. Katharine Cole- 
man, in Fenchurch street, one min- 
ute's walk from Fenchurch street sta- 
tion, is open every weekday morning 
from 7.30 o'clock, especially for the 
benefit of women and girls who come 
to the city by workmen's trains and 
have to wait until 
their 
places 
of 
work are open. 
This church, too, Is 
well lighted aud warmed, and books 
and magazines are provided. 
At 8 
o'clock a short. biS^ht service is held, 
lasting about twenty minutes. 
There 
Is not the least doubt U-at these ser- 
vices exercise a beneficial and lastmg 
Influence upon the minds of the lis- 
teners. 
As might be expected, they 
step out from tlvese cosy ad welcome 
giving churchos better able to with- 
stand 
the 
temptations 
and pitfalls 
which always beset the paths of the 
young and inexperienced 
In a great 


city. 


New York, like London, Is rfch with 
missions and charitable Institutions.

More than 15,000 domesticated rein- 
deer are used by the natives of Alas- 
ka, according to the report of the Fed- 
eral Commissioner of Education, un- 
der whose direction the Territorial 
reindeer service is administered. 
The 
government began supplying reindeer 
to the natives of Alaska in 1S92. 
For 
a number of years $25,000 was appro- 
priated for the purpose. 
The amount 
expended on this account was recent- 
ly reduced to $9,000 a year. 


During the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1907, the Bureau 
of 
Education 
maintained 
fifty-two 
United 
States 
public schools for natives in Alaska. 
Reports have not been received from 
four of these schools. 
In the remain- 
ing forty-eiglat the total 
enrollment 
during the year was 2,4S3, and the av- 
erage attendance 1,07G. 


Plans are belhg made for progres- 
sive modifications in the methods em- 
ployed in the schools in Alaska, with 
a view to rendering the natives bet- 
tor able to care for themselves. 
Be- 
ginnings have been made in industrial 
training in some of the schools, as 
well as in connection with the rein- 
deer herds. 
It is proposed that the 
natives be instructed 
in 
the 
best 
methods of catching and curing fish, 
in caring for all parts of the-walrus 
and whale that are merchantable, in 
the handling of wooden boats, In the 
tanning and preparing 
of 
.skins, In 
coal mining and in the elements of 
agriculture.

ly wedged in tlie bill and tliroat of tho 
bird just past the gills and fin. Being 
unable to swallow the fish or extricate 
It, on account of the fin and gills cling- 
ing tightly to Its throat, the crane met 
Its death partly by breaking its neck 
in its frantic attempts to free itslf 
and escape strangulation.

New Jetties Ready For Big Ships—Lower Mississippi 
Gets 


One of World's Deepest Harbors, 


Power of Gasoline. 


In place of fourteen 
strong arms 
pulling seven oars, with another pair 
at the steering oar, now a foui'-cylin- 
der. 
four-cycle 
gasoline 
engine 
pushes the craft along at ten miles 
an hour.

I mouth of the Southwest Pass of the 


Mississippi River are finished. These 
Jetties, after some dredging between 
them is completed, 
will give 
the 
South one of the deepest harbors In 
tho world by openings to the access 
of the largest steamships afloat the 
100 and 200 foot depths of the lower 
Mississippi River. 


The harbor thus made accessible 
has navigable water connection with 
at least a dozen States bordering the 
Mississippi and its 
tributaries—the 
Ohio, the Missouri, the Arkansas and 
the Red rivers. 
About $6,000,000 is 
being spent on this improvement by 
the United States Government, which 
has the work in charge. 


The nev<^ jetties were begun four 
years ago. 
They are on a larger 
scale and more substantial than the 
famous 
jetties at the 
Mississippi's 
South Pass, an outlet which for more 
than thirty years has been the river's 
commercial entrance. They are near- 
ly parallel walls, one about 
three 
and the other about four miles long, 
lying more than half a mile apart 
and built in the shoal water at the 
juncture of the Pass with the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Their purpose is to con- 
fine and thus accelerate the river's 
current across a mud bar about three 
miles broad, so as to produce a chan- 
nel at least 1000 feet wide, with a 
j minimum depth of thirty-five feet. 


The swift current which they have 
produced, aided by dredging, 
even 
before their completion, has caused 
a tremendous scour and has already 
made fifty to eighty-five feet of water 
in some places, where at the begin- 
ning of tho work the depth was only 
a little over a .man's head. 
To make 
the uniform contract depth there is 
still in several spots about ten feet 
of mud to be removed. 
It is expect- 
ed that the high water due within a 
few weeks will sweep the remaining 
mud deposits out to sea by the be- 
ginning of next summer. 


Probably few walls ever have been 
constructed 
under greater 
difilcul- 
ties than were these jetties. 
They 
are made of willow, scantling, stone 
and 
concrete. 
Although 
in some 
places they are not six feet deep, 
and although their greatest depth is 
barely 
fifteen 
feet, they have 
cost 
$2,700.000. 
Every material entering 
into their 
construction 
has 
been 
brought from distances of one hun- 
dred to five hundred miles. 


The jetties 
have no 
foundation, 
but rely for stability upon their ex- 
tremely broad bases, being from 100 
to 150 feet wide at the bottom.

touches this week, is only a few feet 
wide. 
The capping is a sea wall 
four and one-half feet high and is 
the only portion of the jetties not 
submerged. Tho wall weighs between 
two and three tons to each 
linear 
foot. 


The submerged structure support- 
ing this mass of concrete is made 
almost entirely of willow poles and 
brush. 
With the aid of frame works 
of scantling the willows were formed 
into so-called mattresses—broad, flat 
structures resembling bed mattressps 
in form—each about two feet thick, 
200 feet long and varying in width 
from thirty-five to 150 feet. 
The 
mattresses were sunk one above the 
other, with the widest at the bottom 
and those above uniformly diminish- 
ing In width as they approached the 
surface. 
The 
topmost 
mattresses 
were uniformly thirty-five feet wide, 
and on a level with the surface of the 
water. 
Heavy 
broken 
stone was 
spread evenly over the mattresses to 
sink them, so that a layer of stone 
rests between each of these willow 
structures. 
The greatest number of 
supperimposed mattresses is five. 


The Mississippi has done some in- 
teresting work in addition to scour- 
ing out a channel, for it has made 
the mattresses practically indestruc- 
tible to any normal agency of nature 
in this region by burj'ing them under 
hundreds of tons of mud. 
These de- 
posits follow closely the contour of 
the jetties, in conjunction with which 
they form nev/ banks of tho river. 
The only change likely to occur in 
the jetties is their gradual sinking, 
until in time the concrete 
capping 
entirely 
disappears. 
This 
sinking 
already has occurred to the jetties 
at South Pass. 


In the course of many years a new 
bar may form by silt deposits in the 
Gulf in the now deep water beyond 
the mouth of the jetties, and then the 
remedy will be the extension of the 
jetties a short distance further. 
The 
rate of bar extension during nearly 
seventy-five 
years 
preceding 
tho 
starting of the jetties was between 
150 and 250 feet annually, and the 
deposits responsible for this advance 
were 
made 
v/hen 
conditions, 
now 
greatly changed, favored such accre- 
tions. 


Part of tho $6,000,000 allotted to 
making the channel is being spent In 
safeguards several miles above the 
jetties to prevent any increase in the 
iloT/ of other largo outlets from tho 
main river to the Gulf. 
This is being 
accomplished by placing stone covered 
mattress sills 
on the river bottom 
across the entrances to those outlets. 
Several small bayous leading from 
Southwest Pass to the Gulf v/ill bp 
entirely closed up. 


Tar as a coloring material for mor- 
tar has recently been used by a brick- 
layer in tho United States.

ing a number of brick houses he ran 
short of brick mortar color and used 
as a substitute some tar which had 
been partly refined.

dissolve soap and borax in hot water; 
immerse the objcctc, and rinse with 
clear water. 


The luster of silver may be kept 
fresh by wrapping the article, after 
cleaning, in tinfoil. 


A simple liquid puree of potatoes 
Imparts 
brilliancy 
and 
perfectly 
cleans a silvered article; if an an- 
tique appearance Is desired, rub tho 
object with a skin soaked in petro- 
luem. 


Rubbing with soot cleans 
silver 
articles, 
and 
removes any 
reddish 
hue. 
To remove the soot, wash first 
with boiling and afterward with tepid 
water. 
Rub with a soft brush, then 
with a piece of fiannel, and 
wipe 
with a fine cloth or leather. 


A silvering powder is prepared by 
pulverizing and mixing equal 
parts 
by weight of alum, acid 
potassium 
oxalate and cream of tartar. 
Moisten 
with water for use, and rub vigorous- 
ly. 
Polish with a leather. 


Glass may bo silvered by reducing 
on Its surface a silver salt by means 
of a mixture of ammonia and alcohol. 
Excellent telescopic mirrors aro thus 
prepared. 


Silvering on silk ribbons. 
Ver) 
beautiful effects may be obtained by 
drawing on silk ribbon with a new 
pen or fine brush, using a solution 
of nitrate of silver to which a little 
gum has been added to give it con^ 
sistency. 
The 
drawing should 
be 
allowed to dry for a minute or two, 
and then placed over a vessel contain- 
ing ^nc, sulphuric acid and water. 
The silver is reduced and adheres per- 
fectly to the ribbon.

53C1C1DE TO MUUDEU. 


Piltsbiirg, Jan. 24.«Thc story of llio 
confcFsiou by u 20 yi-ar^old husband Of 
the murder of his wife of three mouUis, 
A^ed only 10, made to the child wife's 
mother on her sick bod aud heard by a 
detective hidden in u closet iu the room, 
closed the inquest to day ¡uto the death 
of Mrs. Stella Ilnrtzfl, who was buried 
two weeks apo us ii suicide.

Late on the night 
of December 20, George Ilartzel culled 
in the neighbors, and weeping showed 
them the body of tlio beautiful girl who 
had eloped with him from her home three 
moths before. 
Tlie husband explained 
that his wife had committed suicide by 
shooting herself while he was preparing 
to go to work. 


Two weeks later young Ilartzell was 
arrested, Mrs Marie Casey, the prison 
er's mother in law, declared that he had 
confessed to her that he shot down the 
girl because she would not stay at home 
at night. 
The confession took place in 
Mrs. Casey's sick-room. 
She had sent 
for the young man aud when ho arrived 
she taxed him witli the crime. 
Mrs. 
Cisey is a blooming young Avidow of 35 
aud the defense attempted to sliow that 
she had looked upon Ilartzell as one of 
her admirers and had been greatly dis- 
pleased when he eloped with the pretty 
daughter, thou not quite 10. 


Ten Altoona boys, ranging in age from 
8 to 14 years, and most of whom escaped 
penalty for petty robberies by having 
their cases nolle prossed last week, were 
rounded up Saturday by the police for 
robbing a clothing store. 
They entered

to slightly under 40,000 men, which 
now constitutes our naval establish- 
ment? 
Can it be that the United 
States Government believes that two 
American 
officers can do 
as good 
work in the future and cover as 
many posts as three Japanese offi­ 
cers did 
during tho 
Russian war, 
with tho same numerical totals of 
personnel involved?— Broadway Mag­ 
azine.

and carrying power. 


In this dense atmosphere, were 
you to try to whistle with your lips 
or to blow a cornet or a fife, you 
might blow your iuhgs out without 
producing a sound, for the pressure 
would resist any sound waves of 
which your lungs were capable. Ow­ 
ing to the excessive supply of oxy­ 
gen, were you to light a match it 
would burn with tho rapidity of tin­ 
der, amid volumes of smoke. 
For 
tho same reason an old lamp or a 
lantern would burn itself out within 
a few minutes, emitting volumes of 
soot that would completely hide tho 
flames. 
And for the same reason 
a lighted pipe or cigar will burn of 
itself without suction, and a single 
mouthful of smoke is all you would 
be able to get out of a cigarette. 
Wero you to bring an empty, corked 
bottle into this pressure from the out­ 
side, the pressure against the cork, 
unbalanced by pressure^ from within, 
would be so great that you would be 
unable to pull the stopper. 
Theso 
are a few instances of what you find 
when under forty pounds of pressure.

Hamburg, 20,762,000, and Antwerp,

was 30,314,062; that of Chicago was

LONDON'S “ PLACES OF REST/1 


They are of Incalculable Value to the 


City's Working Men and Women. 
Several years 
ago 
certain 
wise 
philanthropists in London recognized 
the need of some places of shelter and 
rest for early morning workers from 
the suburbs 
and 
outlying districts 
skirting the great city. 
These .city 
workers often were compelled to wait 
an hour or two, exposed to the ele­ 
ments and the city’s dangers, before 
the workshops and business houses in 
which they were 
employed 
were 
opened. 


To meet these needs several places 
which havo been described as “places 
of rest” were opened. 
Two of these 
are situated in the very centre of 
London, One is the Church of All 
Hallows, London Wall. 
It Is open 
daily from 6.30 to 9 a. m. to all, irre­ 
spective of creed. It is close to the 
Liverpool street station. 


The church is lighted and warmed 
in winter, sewing is permitted for the 
girls and women, books are provided 
for all, and a short service is held at S 
a. m. A voluntary organist is present 
every morniug, and hymns are sung 
at intervals. 
The average daily at­ 
tendance in this church every week 
day morning is nearly three hundred 
men, women and girls. 


The church of St. Katharine Cole- 
mau, in Fenchurch street, one min­ 
ute’s walk from Fenchurch street sta­ 
tion, is open every weekday morning 
from 7.30 o’clock, especially for the 
benefit of women and girls who come 
to the city by workmen’s trains and 
have to wait until 
their 
places 
of 
work are open. 
This church, too, is 
well lighted and warmed, and books 
and magazines are provided. 
At 8 
o’clock a short, biS^ht service Is held, 
lasting about twenty minutes. There 
is not the least doubt in"at these ser­ 
vices exercise a beneficial and lasting 
influence upon the minds of the lis­ 
teners. As might be expected, th«y 
step out from these cosy ad welcome 
giving churches better able to with­ 
stand 
the temptations and pitfalls 
which always beset the paths of the 
young and inexperienced in a great 
city.

REINDEER IN ALASKA. 


More Than 15,000 Now Used by the 


Natives—Fifty-Two Public School*. 
More than 15,000 domesticated rein­ 
deer are used by the natives of Alas­ 
ka, according to the report of the Fed­ 
eral Commissioner of Education, un­ 
der whose direction the Territorial 
reindeer service is administered. The 
government began supplying reindeer 
tc the natives of Alaska in 1892. For 
a number of years $25,000 was appro­ 
priated for the purpose. 
The amount 
expended on this account was recent­ 
ly reduced to $9,000 a year. 


During the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1907, the Bureau 
of 
Education 
maintained fifty-two 
United 
States 
public schools for natives in Alaska. 
Reports have not been received from 
four of these schools. In the remain­ 
ing forty-eight the total enrollment 
during the year was 2,4S3, and the av­ 
erage attendance 1,076. 


Plans are being made for progres­ 
sive modifications in the methods em­ 
ployed in the schools in Alaska, with 
a view to rendering the natives bet­ 
ter able to care for themselves. Be­ 
ginnings have been made in industrial 
training in some of the schools, as 
well as in connection with the rein­ 
deer herds. It is proposed that the 
natives be instructed 
in 
the 
best 
methods of catching and curing fish, 
in caring for all parts of the • walrus 
and whale that are merchantable, in 
the handling of wooden boats, in the 
tanning and preparing 
of 
skins, in 
coal mining and in the elements of 
agriculture.

A fine specimen of the blue crane 
was found dead yesterday along the 
old White Water Canal, between this 
city and Milton, by Motorman Borts- 
field, of the T. H., I. & E. branch line 
to Milton, which parallels the canal. 
It was a plain case of self-destruction, 
from the fact that when 
Bortsfleld 
picked up the dead crane a large white 
sucker, measuring sixteen inches in 
length, three inches^ in 
width, 
and 
weighing twenty-six ounces, was flrm- 
ly w’edged in the bill and throat of tho 
bird just past the gills and fin. Being 
unable to swallow the fish or extricate 
it, on account of the fin and gills cling­ 
ing tightly to its throat, the crane met 
its death partly by breaking its neck 
in its frantic attempts to free itslf 
and escape strangulation. 


The dead bird is one of the finest 
specimens of blue crane ever found 
in this part of the country. 
It meas­ 
ures five feet one inch in height, and 
its wings six feet two inches from tip 
to tip.—Cumbridge City Dispatch to 
Indianapolis News.

CHANNEL-MAKING UNDERTAKINGS IN HISTORY 


New Jetties Ready For Big Ships—Lower Mississippi Gets 


One of World’s Deepest Harbors. 


Power of Gasoline. 


In place of fourteen 
strong arms 
pulling seven oars, with another pair 
a t the steering oar, now a foui’-cylin- 
der, 
four-cycle 
gasoline 
engine 
pushes the craft along at ten miles 
an hour. 
A solid eighteen-inch pro­ 
peller with a reversing clutch propels 
the thirty-four-foot boat. 
Two gaso­ 
line tanks, one with 
a 
capacity of 
twenty-five and the other with seven­ 
ty-five gallons of the colorless fluid in 
which is looked up so much effort, ad­ 
mit, according to Popular Mechanics, 
a radius of 200 miles.

New 
Orleans, La.— One 
of the 
greatest channel making undertak­ 
ings in the history of American river 
improvement will be brought nearly 
to completion when the Jetties at the 
mouth of the Southwest Pass of the 
Mississippi River are finished. These 
jetties, after some dredging between 
them 
is 
completed, will give 
the 
South one of the deepest harbors in 
the world by openings to the access 
of the largest steamships afloat the 
100 and 200 foot depths of the lower 
Mississippi River. 


The harbor thus made accessible 
has navigable water connection with 
at least a dozen States bordering the 
Mississippi and its tributaries— the 
Ohio, the Missouri, the Arkansas and 
the Red rivers. 
About $6,000,000 is 
being spent on this improvement by 
the United States Government, which 
has the work in charge. 


The new jetties were begun four 
years ago. 
They are on a larger 
scale and more substantial than the 
famous 
jetties at the 
Mississippi’s 
South Pass, an outlet which for more 
than thirty years has been the river’s 
commercial entrance. They are near­ 
ly parallel walls, one about three 
and the other about four miles long, 
lying more than half a mile apart 
and built in the shoal water at the 
juncture of the Pass with the Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Their purpose is to con­ 
iine and thus accelerate the river’s 
current across a mud bar about three 
miles broad, so as to produce a chan­ 
nel at least 1000 feet wide, with a 
minimum depth of thirty-five feet. 


The swift current which they have 
produced, aided by dredging, even 
before their completion, has caused 
a tremendous scour and has already 
made fifty to eighty-five feet of water 
in some places, where at the begin­ 
ning of the work the depth was only 
a little over a .man’s head. 
To make 
the uniform contract depth there is 
still in several spots about ten feet 
of mud to be removed. 
It is expect­ 
ed that the high water due within a 
few weeks will sweep the remaining 
mud deposits out to sea by the be­ 
ginning of next summer. 


Probably few walls ever have been 
constructed 
under greater 
difficul­ 
ties than were these jetties. 
They 
are made of willow, scantling, stone 
and 
concrete. 
Although 
in some 
places they are not six feet deep, 
and although their greatest depth is 
barely fifteen feet, they have cost 
$2,700,000. 
Every material entering 
into their 
construction 
has been 
brought from distances of one hun­ 
dred to five hundred miles. 


The jetties have no foundation, 
but rely for stability upon their ex­ 
tremely broad bases, being from 100 
to 150 feet wide at the bottom. 
In 
contrast to this great width of base, 
the concrete capping which forms 


the top of the jetties, and which Is 
the 
work 
receiving 
its 
finishing 
touches this week, is only a few feet 
wide. 
The capping is a sea wall 
four and one-half feet high and is 
the only portion of the jetties not 
submerged. The wall weighs between 
two and three tons to each linear 
foot. 


The submerged structure support­ 
ing this mass of concrete is made 
almost entirely of willow poles and 
brush. 
With the aid of frame works 
of scantling the willows were formed 
into so-called mattresses— broad, flat 
structures resembling bed mattresses 
in form— each about two feet thick, 
2 00 feet long and varying in width 
from thirty-five to 150 feet. 
The 
mattresses were sunk one above the 
other, with the widest at the bottom 
and those above uniformly diminish­ 
ing in width as they approached the 
surface. 
The 
topmost 
mattresses 
were uniformly thirty-five feet wide, 
and on a level with the surface of the 
water. 
Heavy 
broken 
stone was 
spread evenly over the mattresses to 
sink them, so that a layer of stone 
rests between each of these willow 
structures. 
The greatest number of 
supperimposed mattresses is five. 


The Mississippi has done some in­ 
teresting work in addition to scour­ 
ing out a channel, for it has made 
the mattresses practically indestruc­ 
tible to any normal agency of nature 
in this region by burying them under 
hundreds of tons of mud. 
These de­ 
posits follow closely the contour of 
the jetties, in conjunction with which 
they form new banks of the river. 
The only change likely to occur in 
the jetties is their gradual sinking, 
until in time the concrete capping 
entirely 
disappears. 
This 
sinking 
already has occurred to the jetties 
at South Pass. 


In the course of many years a new 
bar may form by silt deposits in the 
Gulf in the now deep water beyond 
the mouth of the jetties, and then the 
remedy will be the extension of the 
jetties a short distance further. 
The 
rate of bar extension during nearly 
seventy-five 
years 
preceding 
the 
starting of the jetties was between 
150 and 250 feet annually, and the 
deposits responsible for this advance 
were made when conditions, 
now 
greatly changed, favored such accre­ 
tions. 


P art of the $6,000,000 allotted to 
making the channel is being spent in 
safeguards several miles above the 
jetties to prevent any increase in the 
flow of other largo outlets from tlio 
main river to the Gulf. 
This is being 
accomplished by placing stone covered 
mattress sills 
on the river bottom 
across the entrances to those outlets. 
Several small bayous leading from 
Southwest Pass to the Gulf will be 
entirely closed up.

An Italian bakery where a sheep, a 
horse and three 
dogs led a happy 
life, and an 
Italian 
moat market 
whero two children sleep in the ice 
box wore among the novelties discov­ 
ered in a tour of inspection by Dr. 
J. D. Kelso of the Chicago Depart­ 
ment of Health. 


Kelso gave orders for the removal 
of the animals from the bakery and 
told the mother of the children that 
an ice box was hardly a healthful 
sleeping place for children. 


This was in a quarter where it is 
hard to make people understand why 
inspectors bother them. 


Mahogany trees do not grow in 
clusters, but are scattered through­ 
out the forests and hidden in a dense 
growth of 
underbrush, 
vines and 
creepers and require a skilful and 
experienced man to find them. 
He 
seeks the highest ground in a forest, 
climbs to the top of the tallest tree 
and surveys the surrounding country. 
The mahogany has a peculiar foliage 
and his practiced eye soon detects 
the trees within sight. 


Tar as a coloring material for mor­ 
tar has recently been used by a brick­ 
layer in the United States. 
In erect­ 
ing a number of brick houses he ran 
short of brick m ortar color and used 
as a substitute some tar which had 
been partly refined. 
After a lapse 
of several years it is claimed that the 
color is as strong as ever, showing 
a remarkable 
newness 
where the 
m ortar made with usual color will 
need repairing and pointing up be­ 
fore long. 


Professor Robert Koch, whose re­ 
searches have done much toward a 
better understanding of tuberculosis 
(consumption), has developed a se­ 
rum for the cure of the “ sleeping 
sickness/’ which is said to be com­ 
pletely successful. 
The disease is in­ 
troduced by the 
sting of a gnat, 
wljich communicates the germ. 
Dr. 
Koch’s serum destroys the germ, and 
the patient recovers from a malady 
which, had it gone unheeded, would 
undoubtedly have devastated entire 
nations of Africans. 


Frock Coats In Congress.

Rod and lav­ 
ender neckties can poll a larger vote 
than the somber black string tie, and 
j old members loyal to the troeit coat 
and its accessories, are discussing 
with despair the future of congress- 1 
ional tan shoes. 


These sartorial belligerents declare ’ 
that he revolt against the unwritten 
law concerning the frock coat habit j 
is chiefly in the interests of comfort. 
Whether the regulation statesman’s 
garb would bo a m atter 
of 
prido 
with them in questioning 
whether 
they would appear to not ter personal 
advantage in solemn black or most 
becoming blue, they insist, is a mat­ 
ter of secondary consideration. 


Fear expressed by members of the 
House for the doom of the frr^'k 
coat has already disturbed tho equa­ 
nimity of the Senate by the appear­

From nuraorous experiments made 
In Wisconsin there has been devel­ 
oped a strain of white dent corn 
which grows on a very short, thick­ 
set stalk and which matures a good 
size ear, and the ears run rem ark­ 
ably uniform. 
The growth centres 
In the ear rather than in producing 
a big stalk at the expense of a small 
ear. After four years of careful, per­ 
sistent 
work, there 
are numerous 
corn fields in Southern and Central 
Wisconsin which yield from sixty to 
eighty bushels per acre, and 100 
bushels have been reported several 
times. 


A Neighbor of Bad Repute. 


The skunk is probably as numer­ 
ous in most localities as ever it was, 
since its food resources are increas­ 
ed rather than diminished hv rural 
civilisation, 
while 
its 
natural ene­ 
mies are reduced. 
Of mankind 
it 
seems perfectly 
fearless, and when 
one is met on tho road (usually to­ 
ward 
evening, 
when it begins its 
nightly wanderings) it keeps steadily 
on its course, and the man, if he is 
wise, does not disputo as to right of 
way. 
It habitually digs a deep bur­ 
row for a home, hut may take pos­ 
session of a woodchuck's hole, a cave, 
hollow stump or si one wall, and of­

Practical Recipes Taken From Var­ 
ious European Sources. 


A collection of recipes collected for 
the Scientific American from Euro­ 
pean sources is given below. 
Some 
of them should be useful to the 
housekeeper. 


Hints on Cleaning, etc., Silver.— 
Borax is a good silver preservative; 
dissolve soap and borax in hot water; 
immerse the objccts, and rinse with 
clear water. 


The luster of silver may be kept 
fresh by wrapping the article, after 
cleaning, in tinfoil. 


A simple liquid puree of potatoes 
Imparts 
brilliancy 
and 
perfectly 
cleans a silvered article; if an an­ 
tique appearance is desired, rub tho 
object with a skin soaked in petro- 
luem. 


Rubbing with soot cleans silver 
articles, and removes any reddish 
hue. 
To remove the soot, wash first 
with boiling and afterward with tepid 
water. 
Rub with a soft brush, then 
with a piece of flannel, and wipe 
with a fine cloth or leather. 


A silvering powder Is prepared by 
pulverizing and mixing equal parts 
by weight of alum, acid potassium 
oxalate and cream of tartar. Moisten 
with water for use, and rub vigorous­ 
ly, 
Polish with a leather. 


Glass may bo silvered by reducing 
on its surface a silver salt by means 
of a mixture of ammonia and alcohol. 
Excellent telescopic mirrors are thus 
prepared. 


Silvering on silk ribbons. 
Ver) 
beautiful effects may be obtained by 
drawing on silk ribbon with a new 
pen or fine brush, using a solution 
of nitrate of silver to which a little 
gum has been added to give it con* 
sistency. 
The drawing should be 
allowed to dry for a minute or two, 
and then placed over a vessel contain­ 
ing zinc, sulphuric acid and water. 
The silver is reduced and adheres per­ 
fectly to the ribbon. 


Explosions In Sewers. 


City people 
who are occasionally 
startled by seeing a manhole cover 
blown from the pavement generally 
ascribe 
the 
blame to leaking gas 
mains. 
But there are probably many 
other sources from which dangerous 
gasses find their 
way 
into sewers, 
and one of these is indicated by an 
investigation 
recently 
reported 
to 
the American Chemical Society by 
Prof. A. A. Breneman. 
He showed 
that tho entrance of a mixture of 
gasoline and 
soap 
into drains and 
sewers from garages, factories, a.nd 
other places 
where 
such materials 
are employed for washing, is suffi­ 
cient to account for the liberation of 
mu eh combustible vapor, which may 
plav a part in sewer explosions.— 
Philadelphia Record.

CONFESSION TURNS 


SUICIDE TO MUftDER. 


Pittsburg, Jan. 24,—The *tory of tho 
confcFsion by u 20 yi*ar«old husband Of 
the murder of his wife of three months, 
aged only 10, made to tho child wife’s 
mother on her sick bed and heard by a 
detective hidden in u closet iu the room, 
closed the inquest to day iuto the death 
of Mrs. Stella ilnrtzd, who was buried 
two weeks ago us a suicide. 
To-nijrbt 
George J3, Ilartzcll Is in jail, charged 
with the premeditated murder of his 
young wife. A tangled mass of testimo* 
uy was heard by the Coroner before tho 
facts were reached. Late on the night 
of December 20, George Iiartzcl culled 
in the neighbors, and weeping showed 
them the body of tho beautiful girl who 
had eloped with him from her home three 
motlis before. 
The husband explained 
that his wife had committed suicide by 
shootiug herself while he was preparing 
to go to work. 


Two weeks later young Ilartzell was 
arrested, Mrs Marie Casey, tho prison* 
cr’s mother in law, declared that he had 
confessed to her that he shot down the 
girl because she would not stay at home 
at night. The confession took place iu 
Mrs. Casey’s sick-room. She had sent 
for the young man and when ho arrived 
she taxed him with the crime. 
Mrs. 
Casey is a blooming young widow of 35 
and the defense attempted to show that 
she had looked upon Ilartzell as one of 
her admirers and had been greatly dis­ 
pleased when he eloped with tho pretty 
daughter, thou not quite 10. 


Ten Altoona boys, ranging in age from 
8 to 14 years, and most of whom escaped 
penalty for petty robberies by having 
their cases nolle prosscd last week, were 
rounded up Saturday by tho police for 
robbing a clothing store. 
They entered 
tho store twice on the night after their 
cases were disposed of, carrying off 
clothing, furnishings and jewelry.

H. Grotz, of this place, was preparing 
yesterday to leave for WoJJsvillc, N. Y., 
to attend the funeral of her brother, Al­ 
fred S. Brown, who died at that place 
early yesterday morning, she received 
information of tho death of another 
brother. Orange S. Brown, of Williams 
port, The death of both brothers occur­ 
red yesterday morning at the same time.
